No home, especially where then* ura chil- 
dren. is complete during the hot slays without 
a Christmas tree The latter arc grand, 
elaborate ami costly in tie* faiiiill s of the 
rich; hut even honaebo d -r*of on nm'-enbed 
incutis can put up trees that will sparkle 
anil please, for u very trilling outlay of 
money. Tinsel ta ehemi. but it glitters, aud 
children rarely stop to estimate values. 

A pleasing effis-t is pttsluissl by brush 
ing the prickly foliage of the litre here ami 
tliere with mucilage uud then sprinkling 
common salt tt|sm n Among tin* cheap, 
home. iiu,de orniinienis to hung upon the 
ttve may bo cnunieratAHl empty egg shell* 
tuiorued with deeulttMliauia pietures, wal- 
nuts wrapp-ti iu tiu-foil or gold pii|s r. pint* 
■-ones varnished, then brouz *d or s|innkled 
with sail ; cranberries or popcorn strung 
011 twine, gold-|ui|M*r eliams. made by past- 
ing one ring within Iht other, eolorad 
tissue |M|H*r. etc. The I c hin* |iu|s-r is cut 
into long strips ubout four inches wide, und 
closely cut across, but not entirely across. 
It is then slightly diim|s?iu*d uud holdover 
a hut stove, when it curia tip uud look* well 
when thrown here and there across the tree. 

It docs not require much skill to fashion 
haliisms. gondolas, bird -cages, couches, etc., 
out of stiff isiper. ami afterward covering it 
With gilt or silver paper. Figures cut from 
udvcrtisiug chronics or colored luslnon- 
plutes can he fastened to the balloons, gon- 
dolas. etc . and runliy look very (trett.v. The 
same skill call adorn the base of tlie tree m 
landscape stylo, with tiuy feme*, rustic 
bridges, an old mill, etc., using utoss for 
meadow, nil sand for roadway, white or 
silver suud for paths, twigs of cedar for 
trees, a ph*nu of looking-glass fringed with 
ittosa for a lakelet, etc. Bunches of ivy 
berries for the tree can be variously colored 
by first dipping them into a hot hut weak 
solution of atari'll, noil then into blue, red or 
yellow powder or into powdered bronze. 

Mottoes for the true or around it can be 
made of white cotton wool. The letters ate 
cut out of card paper, to which tho wool is 
glued. When dry, (Hill the wool so ua to 
give it a puffy or anowy appearance. Trim 
(lie letters carefully afterwui'd uud fasten 
them on a duric background. Letters decor- 
ated wil h riie have the effect of curved 
ivory. Cut out the letters on cartridge 
pu|H*r, cover them with a thick mating of 
paste or glue, nail while yet warm drop the 
grains of rice into it. The nee grains cun 
also be made to resemble coral b\ dippiur 
theui into red scuiitig wax dissolved m til- 
coliol. l/ntccs covered with erituipiud tiu- 
foil have 11 gissl effect und resembk* frosted 
silver, or they can be minlc of holly, and 
have 11 rich, cord-like up|M-uraiice.
